side pool also-means tho opening up 
of a place of enjoyment for the colored 
population of the city which promises 
t de one of the most popular yet es- 
tablished heres. 

The pool ftrelf is a beautiful crea- 
tion, being of white concrete, 60x80 
outside dimensions, the swimming 
apace Itself being 40x60, with deptha 
ranging from three and one-half to 
seven and one-half feet. Ladders, 
spring boards and high’ dives: conati- 
tute part of the equipment bf the pool 
proper, while dressing rooms, shower 
baths and tollete have been provided 
for the use-of the swimmers, 

Entrance to the pool, which js lo- 
cated at the south end of öne of the 
city’s public parks, located at the site 
mentioned above, ts from the north at 
the ground level. 

Here the swimmers enter, receiving 

their towels and soap, the girls goling 
to the left or east, and the boys to the 
right or west. Passing the long serv- 
fce counter, behind which there are 228 
lockers for the safe keeping .of the 
clothing of the swimmers, thè? patron 
enters a dressing room, returns his 
clothing to the locker assigned him, 
and then goes back through the dress- 
Ing room to the ‘totleta and shower 
baths, and from here up the south in- 
terior staircase to the promenade deck 
of the pool, which is a space 10 feet 
wide and extending around the whole 
enclosure. Entrance to the pool 
proper, and exit from the pool, by 
swimmers, is made at the south ‘end, 
t while exit and entranco to the lower 
portions, the dressing rooms, lockera, 
showers, etc., la at the north end. 
* In the girls’ wectioh {ddlvidual dress- 
Ing rooms have been arranged wlth 
steel partitions between, while in the 
men's section ia one large room with 
benchon. . 

Entrance to the toilets, the girls’ In 
the northeast corner of the pool, and 
the men's in the northwest corner of 
the pool, may be made from the inside 
of the pool or from the outside, and 
will be availuble for the use of onlouk- 
erz as well as the swiminers them- 
selves. $ 

The pool s a distinct addition to the 
city's places of recreation, and with its 
opening during the coming week Is 
expected to be widely attended.
